ThLs  "Empire  of  Chriis- 
tianlty,'  emanating  from  Rome  ol 
ancient  days,  was  the  most  'iaa- 
portant. 

ALL  ROADS  TO  ROME 
Nearly  every  language  had  some 
equivalent  of  the  proverb  that  "All 
roads  lead  to  Rome."  From  the 
Roman's  point  of  view.  It  mJcht  be 
better  to  say:  "AU  roads  lead  froot 
Rome."  With  thla  ktaa,  jMgmrtn^ 
Bernardy  sketefaed  the  great  net- 
work of  "reads"  that  radiated  out 
from  the  Palatine  of  the  Caesars: 
Throughout  Italy,  via  Etruria  and 
the  Csmpagna,  southward  and 
eastward  through  the  massive 
.\bbruz7l  Alps  to  Brlndlsl,  via 
Duriiz/o  ti)  .Salonika,  via  Genoa  to 
Prance,  across  tlx-  Mediterranean 
to  Africa,  northwards  and  westward* 
to  Spain,  Britain.  Belgium.  Germany . 
Austria  and  the  Balkans,  and  also 
penetrating  Into  Asia  and  reaehlng 
even  to  distant  India. 

As  she  hurriedly  travcr.sed  thi.s 
great  "area  of  inllurnce,"  the 
speaker  sketdv-d  in  a  few  pictures 
of  relics  of  Roman  occupation  to 
be  found  in  monuments,  ruins  and 
I  reUcs  of  various  kinds,  with  spe- 
|clal  reference  to  the  cemeteries, 
memorial  monuments,  aad  bablta- 
tlona  of  difteent  klada  in  floatbern 
Ptanoe,  to  the  ruins  of  theatres  in 
Spain,  to  the  more  magnificent 
monuments  found  in-  Morooro,  Al- 
giers and  Egypt;  the  rf.ad.-;  walls 
and  baths  found  in  Hiitaiii  ,ind 
the  "innumerable"  Roman  ninalns, 
especially  in  the  form  of  bridges, 
to  be  found  throughout  AltMUila  and 
Rumania. 

MOST  INTERESTINO 

"Roman  Brliatn  and  Roman  B*-!- 
glum  ore  the  most  intc:  e.sl  mt;  ri  lirs 
of  Roman  colonization  that  we 
know."  said  the  speaker.  Many  re- 
mains of  Roman  stations  and 
posts  are  also  found  In  Switzerland, 
providing  the  mLsslng  link  in  the 
chain  of  Rome's  penetration  of 
Burope.  The  Balkans  are  thickly 
poimlated  with  Roman  remains. 
Bridges  were  a  characteristic  of 
Reman  civilization,  and  more  than 
1,000  old  Roman  bnd^'es  were  still 
In  existence  In  Albania  alone.  All 
the.se  thlnsr.s  .showed  the  tremendous 
amount  of  work  stftr;.'d  bv  Rome 
all  over  Riirope,  rjuite  apart  from 
that  around  the  coast  o(  the  Adri- 
atic. 

-  AU  these  testified  to  the  idea  of 
unity  and  discipline  carried  by 
Rome  wherever  her  Influence  ex- 
tended. TTie  feat  would  be  ^  ninrk- 
able  when  one  recalled  ihat  m  that 
age  animal  traction  alone  had  to  be 
reUad  upon. 

SOMAN  LAW 

The  effect  of  Roman  colonisation 
and  Roman  civilization  waji  also  to 
be  found  in  the  rudiments  of  Roman 
law  found  throughout  Europe.  The 
codification  of  Roman  law  exer. 
clspd  a  gjvat  Influence,  reached  its 
principal  achievement  very  late  In 
the  history  of  the  Roman  anplre, 
and  Inspired  legislation  throughout 
Middle  Burope  right  down  to  Na- 
poleonic times. 

"TliPrc  is  hardly  a  lanRuaRe  of  the 
West  that  docs  not  owe  .someihinR 
of  it-s  etymology  to  the  language  of 
the  Roman.s,"  Slgnorlna  Bernardy

France,  which  sufiered  m 
heavily  In  the  Great  War,  wants  as  a  main  guar- 
antee against  future  aggression  by  Germany  an 
uodcrtaktaff  that  country  will  not  be  permitted 
to  rearm  on  the  basis  of  parity  with  any  other 
flrst  class  Power. 

What  Is  likely  in  the  situation  is  that  rr;u,ri- 
cannot  change  her  attitude  without  bringing 
about  the  downfall  of  the  National  Ooyemment. 
In  the  meantime,  without  waiting  for  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  Powers  alfnatory  to  the  Treaty  of 
Versailles,  Germany  is  rearming.  The  French 
protest  Is  In  the  face  of  a  fact  whlc>.  K-  becom- 
ing accomplished.  Britain  has  recognized  that 
fact,  and  It  would  seem  that  preliminary  to  any 
new  dl.'^armament  confertnw  the  logical  course 
to  take  is  to  summon  a  gathtring  of  the  slgna- 
torlM  to  the  VenalllM  Paet  and  determine  %hat 
steps  will  be  taken  either  to  enforce  It  or  amend 
it.  The  Powers  appear  to  be  loath  to  take  this 
Step.  If.  however,  a  pact,  so  powerfully  engineered 
as  that  of  Versailles,  Is  allowed  to  go  Into  the 
discard  there  is  a  precedent  created  that  must 
hai«  powerful  influences  on  the  future.  Prob- 
ably every  one  of  the  Powers,  with  the  exception 
of  France,  believes  that  the  correct  attitude  at 
the  present  time  is  to  ameliorate  the  conditions 
Imposed  on  Germany  by  the  Treaty  of  Versailles. 
No  Power  seems  to  have  the  courage  to  suggest 
that  rerlslon  should  take  place, 

Germany  realises  the  waverlltf  course  being 
pursued  and  how  the  project  of  dfermament  has 
confused  the  lssu>  ii  ;he  circum.stanccs  she  Is 
devising  policies,  Internally  and  for  external  pur- 
puses,  as  If  the  Treaty  of  Versailles  did  not  exist. 
The  pact  Is  now  regarded  as  a  scrap  of  paper. 
Franc»Alone  Imlsts  on  adherence  to  it  but  with- 
out therbacklnf  Of  the  other  Powers  concerned. 
That  pact,  however,  lias  a  trAaendous  bearing 
on  disaribament.  If  It  is  allowd  to  go  by  the 
board  what  guarantee  can  there  peulbly  be  that 
any  new  pact,  to  which  the  same  nations  are 
signatory,  will  be  observed,  if  circumstances 
should  Ailse  thai  wlU  allow  any  «ne  nation  to 
defy  it.s  provisions.  A  claim  Is  made  tb.nt  such  a 
disarmament  pact  should  be  enforced  by  some 
kind  of  an  Intematkmal  Instrument.  That  Is 
exactly  what  It  wais  sought  to  dfb  In  the  ca.sc  of 
the  Treaty  of  Versailles.  The  result  Is  apparent 
to  everyone.

A  pa.sslon  for  big  thlng.s  is  one  of  distin- 
guishing marks  of  the  Socialist,  the  Communist, 
the  Fascist,  and.

Our 
thoughts  are  set  on  vast  Issttet  In  Which  your 
peddling  bourgeois  ways  wUl  hare  no  place. 
When  your  Job  is  to  remove  mountains,  do  not 
stop  at  molehills.  Don't  bother  to  mop  up  a  drop 
of  water  when  a  waterspout  Is  about  to  break."

Vancouver  Island  should  become  an 
indeiieiulcnt  unit  It  srcni.s  to  nu 
that  would  an  unwi.se  step  to 
lake.  A  moic  di  :.ir:iblf  solution 
would  be.  if  the  inhabitntii^  ( f  Van- 
couver I.sland  wl.-ih  thr  l.  \ind  to 
attract  the  attention  of  the  world 
and  to  become  a  prosperous  place 
to  live  In,  that  they  propeso  that 
the  Xrisnd  beceme  the  forty-ninth 
state  of  the  United  BUtes. 

Direct  contact  with  such  a  vital 
force  R.s  the  United  States  would 
supply  the  nece.s.'oiry  stimuli  which 
Vancouver  Islarul  needs,  and  the 
fact  of  free  Intercourse  between 
Vancouver  Island  and  the  rest  oi 
the  United  States  would  result  in 
an  immense  increase  of  tourist  traf- 
fic and  most  oUier  kinds  of  trade, 
as  wdl  ss  Buny  new  resldenta  Be- 
fore very  long,  Vancouver  Uand 
would  probably  outrival  the  State  of 
California  In  .some  ways.

tlme,  Intensely  Jewish.

PKIU  ECT  PHOTOS 
Tlila  waa  followed  by  three  ex 
amples  of  color  photography,  so 
perfect  In  color  reproduction  as  to 

be  almast  unbelievable.  The  first 
was  of  a  country  road  fringed  with 
maple  ti^es  in  the  Autumn;  the 
second  of  a  bowl  containing  oranges, 
penrs.  apples,  grapes  and  bananas, 
and  the  third  of  Orteotai  pOKiles 
growing  In  a  field. 

SlfBor  Gnalat  thm  oommeneed 
his  leetore  progw,  tradng  the  de- 
velopment of  Italian  art  with  the 
aid  of  hia  lantern  slides  from  its 
earliest  days.  He  showed  how  the 
earliest  painters  lacked  any  knowl- 
edge of  the  human  form  or  perspec- 
tive; how  these  secn-fs  wen^  finally 
mastered.  foi;owed  h\  the  develop- 
ment of  light  and  shadow  by  Boti- 
celll  aiKl  others. 

Then  came  Leonardl  de  Vlncl. 
who  Sigaor  Oro^  described  as  one 
of  the  greateat  genluaea  the  world 
had  ever  aeen;  a  man  trtio  waa  not 
only  a  wonderful  painter  but  an  ac- 
complished musician  and  a  beauti- 
ful etcher.  Exa  ,  '  !  ;  work 
which  were  sh-Mi  :;iciuded  the 
world  -  famous  "Mona  Ijza  and  the 
equally  fam()U8  "I-a.-'t  8upi)er."  in 
which  It  wii,s  .shown,  de  Viiui  had 
made  another  forward  step  by  giv- 
ing the  impression  of  motion  and 
conversatloa  by  the  maanar  In 
whloh  he  eaeeuted  handa. 

RAPHAEL'S  WORK 

After  de  Vlncl  came  Nluni  and 
Moroni,  followed  by  Haphael,  whose 
moet-remembered  work  Is  that  en- 
titled "The  Transfiguration."  Ra- 
phaiel.  said  Slfnor  Croalat.  was 
taught  by  Parlglno.  and  although  a 
noloesal  amouBt  of  wock  li  eiadlted 
to  the  fcrmar.  mueh  of  It  waa  ae- 
tuaUy  done  by  other  pakilm  after 
Raphael  had  made  tha  Tough 
sketch.  Much  of  this  was  done  by 
Romano,  who  remains  eomparatlvely 
unknown  beside  his  master. 

Mlrhaelangelo  wa-s  next  dlscus£ed 
nn<l  .SIgnor  Cro/iat  told  how  he  had 
painted  the  ceiiniw  of  tiie  Slstine 
(■hai¥>l  in  eigh'  ii..M,lis,  although 
knowing  nothing  about  painting 
when  he  arrived  in  Rome,  being 
originally  a  sculptor.  His  other 
great  work,  alao  In  the  Slatlne 
Chapel  and  eovartaf  one  antlra  wall, 
is  the  -laat  Jftitg— it."  a  work 
which  took  eight  jraaia  to  complete. 

Up  to  this  time,  eald  SIgnor  Cm- 
slat,  all  the  (vilnters  had  been 
forced  to  depend  urxm  the  pollen  of 
flowers  and  tlie  whti<>  of  egg  to  pro- 
duce their  j>Klnt,s.  hii!  .shortly  after 
this  oil  painting  wa«  Introduced 
from  HIclly.  and  then  followed  the 
Henftlt.'ui.nre  with  nelllnl,  C'arpac- 
cio.  (iirgjoni  and  d.'ier  great  mas- 
ters ront.rihiitir,  the  rapldly- 
growing  wealth  of  Italian  art.
